The national trend of reduced 
construction activity was 
reflected in Granite City during 
1974 as total values for building 
permits issued during the year 
dropped to $1,781,946, or $327,466 
below last year’s $2,109,392 

The 1974 figure is $6,942,086 
below the 1972 total of $8,724,032. 

Permits were issued for 
several large projects during 
1974, but fewer than in previous 
years. 

High interest rates and the 
shortage of reserve cash 
throughout the country are 
being cited by some as reasons 


for delaying or cancelling 
construction plans in the U.S. 

In January, permits were 
issued for a $48,000 building at 
Jennison-Wright Corp, and for a 
new $29,950 Bethel Baptist 
Church 

February permits included 
the new $85,000 Illinois State 
Employment Service office, the 

0,200 J&J Liquor Store and a 
$10,000 warehouse for Sidener 
Supply Co. 

Permits were down in March, 
but in April permits were issued 
for a $124,000 Lipsett Steel Co.

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1975—Dangerous trend 
to controlled economy? 


The following analysis of 1974 
occurrences and 1975 prospects 
is by the Industrial News 
Review: 

Inflation now represents “a 
greater threat to the U. S. 
economy, centered on private 
or investor ownership of in- 
dustry and the competitive 
marketplace, than did the 
severe and crippling depression 
of the 1930s. 

The massive unemployment 
and business collapse of the 
early and middle ’30s gave rise 
to public support for a new and 
active role for the federal 
government in the economic 
affairs of the country. 

The problem of unem- 
ployment was finally settled by 
World War II. After the war, 


maintenance of a higher level of 
employment became a_per- 
manent federal responsibility 
by virtue of the Employment 
Act of 1946. 

In the nearly 30 years since 
that time, the role of govern- 
ment in a multitudinous range 
of domestic social service 
programs has literally ex- 
ploded. The main thrust of 
inflation has been felt since this 
dramatic change in the role of 
the federal government. 

Historically, inflation has not 
been a companion of economic 
growth in America. Many 
things contributed to relative 
price stability for the 140 years 
from. 1800 through 1940. —

full employment and other 
social goals. 

Full-employment policy 
means that when the economy 
slows, then federal action — 
usually in the form of budget 
deficits — is triggered to get the 
economy back on an upward 
track and reduce unem- 
ployment. 

Now, what will the public 
decide regarging inflation? Will 
its control also be made a 
primary obligation of govern- 
ment, just as in the '30s, when it 
came to be accepted as a 
federal duty to maintain high 
levels of employment? 

If government is to assume 
the burden of controlling in- 
flation as a substitute for citizen 
self-restraint, the pressure will 
gradually increase for the most 
Stringent type of wage and price 
control and rationing. 

Projections are now running 
toward a federal deficit of $20 to 
$30 billion in fiscal 1975. The 
subsequent effect on the process 
of inflation, as well-as on public 
demand that the government do 
something to correct it, would 
be strong and immediate. 

In the shorter run, some see 
the spring of 1975 as a 
dangerous period. Inflation 
may still be running at 6 to 8 per 
cent, But with the economy on 
slow bell and unemployment 
rates high, the Congressional 
mood to increase federal 
spending will be dominant and 
considered beneficial to the 
economy. 

If an economic upturn is 
stimulated with inflation 
running at a starting point of 8 
per cent, some predict that it 
could reach 15 or 20 per cent 
within a year or less. 

President Gerald Ford, 
facing a 1976 election, might be 
hard put to avoid scuttling the 
free economy in favor of wage 
and price controls and rationing 
also. 

As things now stand, the over- 
whelming majority of the 
American people are more 
concerned about inflation than 
they are about anything else, 
and that includes unemploy- 
ment 

It would seem that there 
would be a quality of leadership 
available somewhere in the 
country that could use the near- 
unanimous public worry about 
inflation to gain backing for a 
move away from the scenario 
described above. 

Neither party now has a 
mandate. Neither one has a 
clearly-defined program which 
the public can. support 

But, by 1976, the lines may be 
drawn. 

That year in: the polling 
booths, the American people 
may well give a real mandate to 
the next President and 
Congress to either fully em- 
brace the concept of a centrally- 
controlled economy — with all 
its restrictions and frustrations 
— or give back to the people 
some of both the power and the 
pain of freedom. 

It could go either way. As 
events fill the pages of history 
for 1975, the shape of the future 

vill begin to emerge from the 
mists of conjecture.

The return of the real Powell 

to the Capitol scene has 
probably spelled doom for his 
onetime Southern Illinois 
protege, Rep. Clyde Lee Choate 
of Anna, who is ‘striving to 
climax his legislative career by 
being elected speaker of the 
House. 
* Gov. Dan Walker was said 
today to have decided to back 
Rep. Gerald Bradley of 
Bloomington for speaker. 

Choate could still make it, but 
there i8 a growing feeling at the 
Statehouse that he won't. 
Without the Powell shadow, he 
might have been a shoo-in. 

There is no question but that 
the fight for the speakership is 
becoming an extremely dirty 
one, and self-styled liberal- 
reformers are using tactics 
against Choate as unfair as any 
maneuverings they charge 
against him, many are con- 
tending. 

Highland Park Democrat 
Daniel Pierce, who has been 
content to serve under Minority 
Leader. Choate as a minority 
whip, suddenly declares that, 
should Choate be selected as 
speaker, “there is the danger 
that under Choate we would 
well return to the Powell era in 
the legislature.” 

Pierce, who has served four 
years under Choate in the 
Democratic leadership, also 
has suddenly informed the 
public that during that..time 
“virtually all important 
legislative decisions. have 
been formulated in backroom 
deals" between Choate and 
retiring Republican Speaker W. 
Robert Blair of Park Forest. 

Why, one might ask, has not 
Pierce spoken out before? Four 
years isa long time to keep 
silent on so serious a matter 

Pierce’s, declaration that he 
will no longer serve in a 
leadership post under Choate 
smacks somewhat of a once 
loyal follower joining the pack 
to bring down the once 
respected leader 

After all, Choate has served in 
leadership posts for nine of the 
past 10 General Assemblies, 
and up to the last two years 
there has been little criticism of 
his minority party leadership. 

Even before that, he was 
recognized as one of the most 
effective members of the 
legislature. Now, with the 
Democrats in the majority, they 
will designate who is the 
House Speaker — Choate or 
someone else. 

That Choate and Blair often 
worked hand in glove to pass or 
kill legislation was hardly a 
Statehouse secret. 

The two honed to perfection 
an old legislative art that has 
been practiced for decades. 
Bipartisan deals between the 
majority and minority have 
always been a part of the 
legislative process. 

Not only has there been inter- 
party dealing within the 
legislative leadership, but it has 
extended to the executive 
branch. 

Democratic Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley bargained 
productively with recent 
Republican governors Williams 
G. Stratton and Richard B. 
Ogilvie. 

By linking Choate with Blair, 
the anti-Choate coalition is 
trying to exploit the public 
dissatisfaction with the way the 
legislature has conducted its 
affairs in recent sessions.

Madison, Venice, Pontoon 
election filing to open | 


Candidate filing for city and 
village elections in Madison, 
Venice and Pontoon Beach will 
open Monday. All three com- 
munities are to elect aldermen 
or village trustees in municipal 
elections April 15. 

Filing continued, meanwhile, 
in the April 1 Granite City 
election of seven aldermen and 
a city street superintendent, 
with one new candidate filing 
nomination petitions this week. 
He is Warren Decatur, 3229 
Colgate Ave., as a candidate for 
alderman in the Seventh Ward. 

Decatur, who filed his 
petitions Monday, is the fourth 
candidate to file thus far in the 
Seventh Ward aldermanic race. 
Other candidates in that ward 
are incumbent Emerald Dawes, 
Daniel Sparks and Don Partney 
Jr. 

All incumbent aldermen in 
both Madison and Venice have 
indicated they will seek re- 
election and are expected to be 
among the first to file 
nomination petitions when the 
filing period opens Monday. 
Petitions may be filed with the 
city clerk's offices of both cities 
through Feb. 10. Candidates 
then will have five days in 
which to withdraw if they wish 
to do so. 

In Pontoon Beach voters will 
elect a mayor, a village clerk 
and three board trustees in the 
April 15 balloting. Floyd David 
Moss, incumbent mayor, has 
announced he will seck re 
election, amd Mrs. Corrine 
Kreher, village clerk, also is 
expected to seek a new term. 
‘The Pontoon Beach filing period 


is the same_as that of Madison 
and Venice, with nominating 
petitions to be filed with Mrs. 
Kreher. J 

The voters in Venice will elect 
four aldermen, one in each of 
the city’s four wards, while 
Madison voters will elect five 
aldermen, Neither city elects a 
street superintendent as 
Granite City does. The street 
superintendent is appointed in 
both Madison and Venice. 

City elections are held on 
different dates in Granite City 
and in Venice, Madison and 
Pontoon Beach under different 
election codes. The date for the 
Granite City election is set 
under laws for cities whose 
boundaries are co-extensive 
with those of the township. 

Venice aldermen whose 
terms expire this year and who 
are expected to seek re-election 
are Thomas Voegele, First 
Ward; George Mangiaracino, 
Second Ward, and Oscar King, 
Fourth Ward. Also to be filled is 
the post of the late Louis Ratliff 
whose death created a vacancy 
in the Third Ward. 

In Madison, aldermen whose 
terms expire this year are Paul 
Ashford, First Ward; Don 
Broyles, Second Ward; Mike 
Sikora, Fourth Ward, and John 
Haynes, Fifth Ward. There is a 
vacancy in the Third Ward. 

Pontoon Beach trustees 
whose posts are subject to 
election April 15 are Loren 
Madison, Marvin Ribbing and 
Dean Rochester, Ribbing was 
appointed to the board a year 
ago to fill a vacancy created by

SPRINGFIELD — If you 
‘were to group all 26 letters of 
the alphabet into every three- 
letter combination possible, 
you would have 17,576 possi- 
bilities. 

Three thousand of those 
¢ombinations are now avail- 
able to Dlinois motorists in the 
form of the newest number 
game in.town: three-alpha li- 
cense plates. 

‘The popularity and issuance 
of these plates has boomed 
since the practice began last 


year. 

Obviously, not all of the pos- 
sible combinations are 
printed. The first year, 800 
possibilities were available 
while the number swelled to 
3,000 for the 1975 plates. The 
number of requests necessary 
for issuance has also mush- 
roomed. 

“Last year, the secretary of 
State received 25-30,000 re- 
quests for ‘secretary plates,’” 
explained Norm Billington, 
legislative assistant: to Secre-

Chicago, Wisconsin? With- 
out the efforts of Nathaniel 
Pope, the cities of Chi 
Rockford, and 8000 square 
mules that now compnse the 
northem section of Illinois

During its territorial period, 
Minois politics revolved around 
personal factions rather than 
political parties. In Pope's case, 
political relationships involved 
family ties as well. His nephew 
Daniel Pope Cook was clerk of 
the Illinois house and owner of 
the /ilinois Intelligencer. Later 
the son-in-law of | territorial 
governor Ninian Edwards, 
Cook_used the paper to advo- 
cate statehood, and he pro- 
moted the statehood resolution 
through the territorial legisla- 
ture.

ton by territorial delegate 
Pope. 

The petition estimated the 
state's population at 40,000. 
Ignoring the fact that much of 
that estimate was hopeful fan- 
tasy, Pope presented the state- 
hood petition and chaired the 
select committee which re- 
ported favorably Jan. 23, 
1818. As reported, the IUinois 
enabling act abolished property 
holding as a requirement for 
voting, atid extended suffrage 
to all white males over 21 after 


six months’ residency. 


By the time the House 
voted on the enabling act in 
April, Pope had introduced 


three crucial amendiments. One 
provided financial support for 
education from the sale of fed- 
eraj land. Another removed the 
requirement that the census to 
determine if the state had suffi- 
cient population for statehood 


be supervised by federal mar-~ 
* shals. 


The wisdom of that a- 
mendment was obvious when 
the state-conducted census fell 
6000 short of the requisite 
40,000. Edwards ordered a 
new survey whicheby some 
optimistic “estimates” of dis- 
tant settlements discovered 
6258 previously unrecorded 
residents. 

Pope's most important a- 
mendment, however, set the 
state’s northem border at 42° 
30” — 51 miles north of the 
original boundary and 41 miles 
north of that proposed in the 
original resolution. Indiana had 
set a precedent by changing its 
northern boundaries, and no 
one considered the change a 
crucial one. Wisconsin did not 
complain until 1842, and by 
then it was too late. / 

Pope's reasons included se- 
curing a “coast” on Lake Mich- 
igan and strengthening the 
“free state” status of the new 
state. He also wanted to ‘in- 
clude ‘the port of Chicago in 
order to facilitate a proposed 
canal linking the Illinois River 
with Lake Michigan. His action 
changed the course of Illinois 
history.

By 1976, the IHSA will conduct 
athletic state tournament series 
for girls in: golf, tennis, 
swimming, field hockey and 
archery in the fall of the-yea 
volleyball, basketball, gym- 
nastics, badminton and bowling 
in the winter; and softball and 
track and field in the spring. 

The IHSA board of directors 
established these tournament 
series in November and 
catapulted the association and 
its more than 820 member 
schools into the spotlight when 
it set dates for all tournaments 
series at its December meeting. 

In less than five years, the 
IHSA will have developed 
more interscholastic athletic 
tournament participation 
opportunities for girls than 
any other state in America. 

Next school year (1975-76), 
the association will provide the 
following state tournaments for 
girls (with dates for the state 
final): golf (Oct. 17-18), tennis 
(Oct. 24-25), swimming (Oct. 31- 
Nov.1), field hockey (Nov. 14- 
15), volleyball <Jan. 30-31), 
bowling (Feb. 13-14), track and 
field (May 21-22) and softball 
(June 34). 

The following year (1976-77), 
the IHSA will add: archery 
(Oct. 22-23), gymnastics 
(March 4-5), basketball (April 


1-2) and badminton (April 22- 
23) 

The status of the girls’ 
athletic program was outlined 
in a report to the board by 
Assistant Secretary Ola Bundy. 
In the report, she noted: 

“With the addition of the 
eight state tournament series 
for girls during the next two 
years, the association will have 
developed and established -12 
state tournament series for 
girls in less than five years. 

“This will include a state 
tournament series in one more 
sport for girls than is presently 
provided for boys. 

“It is anticipated that class 
(classification of schools by 
enrollment) tournaments tor 
girls could develop within the 
next few years. If this comes 
about, it would oecyr first in the 
sports of volleyball and 
basketball. 

“Future years also include 
the possibility of additional 
girls’ state tournament series in 
sports such as cross-country 
and soccer.”” 

Member schools have been 
developing their own girls’ 
interscholastic athletic 
programs at a rapid rate, Miss 
Bundy’s report noted. 

A total of 481 member schools 
entered teams jin this year's 
first-ever volleyball tour- 
nament series, which will 
conclude with ian eight-team 
state tournament Jan. 24-25 at 
Eastern Illinois University, 
Charleston. —_, 

This fall, 296 schools entered 
the tennis ‘series, compared to 
126 in the fall of 1972 when it was 
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an infant program. 

In the first year of the bowling 
series, 95 schools entered at the 
first level of competition, 
compared to the 230 set to begin 
the third year of district 
bowling competition Feb, 1. 

A total of 252 schools entered 
teams in the first track and field 
series, 452 sent competitors to 
the districts last spring and 
more than 500 are expected to 
enter this spring. 

The number of schools 
sponsoring teams in the various 
girls’ athletic activities this 
school year, based on a survey 
of 723 school registration cards, 
best demonstrates the 
staggering growth of the IHSA 
statewide program, according 
to Miss Bundy. 

Following are the» total 
number of schools belonging to 
the IHSA which reported 
sponsoring teams in girls’ i 
terscholastie athletic activities: 
volleyball 573, track and field 
567, basketball 412, softball 314, 
tennis 304, bowling’ 202, bad- 
minton 158, gymnastics ~ 109, 
swimming 89, golf 64, field 
hockey 58, archery 55, soccer 22, 
cross-country 17 and fencing, 
two. 

Miss Bundy said 78,600 young 
women will participate in the 
association’s girls’ in- 
terscholastic athletic program 
this school year, an increase.of 
about 24 per cent over last 
school year and nearly 200 per 
cent above the first year of state 
tournament series ¢ompetition 
two years ago.

Walker said a wider 
ranging program. will be in- 
stituted ‘if the recession 
deepens and revenues decline 
sharply.” 

He continued, “These are 
very difficult times, and any 
cost cutting projects have to be 
viewed from two vantage 
points: 

“1. The impact on the tax- 
payer. That is, to help prevent 
tax increases. 

“2. The impact on state 
employes. don’t want to lay off 
a massive number of people if 
we can possibly avoid it. 

“The final determination of 
how far we have to go will 
depend on the revenue picture. 
We can and will get through this 
fiscal year withoutsa tax in- 
crease. 

“TI believe that tight controls 
on spending will get us through 
the next fiscal year as well, 
barring a sharp decline in 
revenues.”” 

The employment freeze and 
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management control program 
is expected to result in savings 
of $15 million in fiscal 1975 and a 
similar amount in fiscal 1976, 
the governor estimated. 

A careful screening of low 
priority programs is now under 
way, he said. These changes are 
to be implemented in the next 
several months. 

Highlights of the governor’s 
program include: 

—Headcount will be frozen at 
Dec. 31, 1974, levels. No hirings 
will be allowed except for 
“critical people service areas,” 
such as corrections, 
caseworkers and direct patient 
care personnel. 

—No employe entering’ state 
service will be paid in excess of 
the Step I salary level in the pay 
“grade in which hired. 

—Each agency will be 
required to individually justify 
specific middle management 
positions. If the positions are 
not justified, the positions are to 
be eliminated, the governor 
said.

Are you a working woman 
who handles her income wisely 
and who needs—or wants— 
credit? You can now be assured 
that your application for credit 
will probably be approved. 

Under a new Federal law, the 
Equal Credit Opportunity Act, 
women may no longer be denied 
credit simply because they are 
women. As of October 28, 1975— 
when the new law becomes 
effective—sex discrimination 
will be banned in the granting of 
credit. However, I hope that 
many progressive stores will 
not wait that long to give women 
their due credit. 

The new law does not mean 
that stores and lending in- 
stitutions must give charge 
accounts, credit cards and loans 
to every woman who fills out an 
application. What it does mean 
is that women applying for 
credit must be judged by the 
same standards used for men: a 
steady income, prompt 
payment of bills, a regular 
savings record, cautious use of 
credit. 

This new law gives women 
protection they have long 
needed. Several years ago, 
during hearings of the National

Bikeway program 
in state is slowed 
by lack of funds

The state bikeways 
movement has slowed down toa 
walk, but it has not completely 
braked. 

More than a year ago, 
legislation was passed to 
develop a state comprehensive 
bicycle program. However, the 
companion bill, which would 
have provided funds to im- 
plement the program, failed to 
win the governor's approval. 

Therefore, the state has the 
program but no money to carry 
it out. 

But the state does have an 
Interagency Bikeway Council, 
and it is involved in developing 
a program. 

“At the present time, we have 
district bicycle coordinators 
trying to act as a catalyst with 
the. communities wanting to 
financially work on this on their 
own," explained Tom Mracek, a 
Department of Transportation 
representative on the council. 

The district coordinators 
come from the state’s nine high- 
way district offices, Thus far, 
they have served as speakers 
and advisors to communities. 

“There are a lot of com- 
munities interested in 
developing a bicycle program, 
more so than we imagined,” he 
said. ‘We are hopeful that these 
communities will become a part 
of our eventual state plan.” 

Mracek indicated that some 
Illinois communities do have 
existing paths, especially those 
in the Chicago area. Madison 
County has established a nature 
trial from Pontoon Beach to 
Edwardsville. 

“Many communities have set 
bicycle programs as a high 
priority project because of their 
large number of cyclists,” 
Mracek said. 

When the council moves into 
high gear, meaning receiving 
some cash, one of the first 
things it will do is compile an 
inventory of the existing 
bikeways. 

Recently, Mracek attended a 
national conference on bicycle 
design, construction and 
maintenance held by a non- 


profit planning organization in 
California. °. 

He said that Ilinois was one 
of only a handful of’ states to 
send representatives from their 
departments of: transportation. 

Besides the creation of a 
statewide bikeways program, 
the comprehensive bicycle plan 
calls for a bicycle safety 
promotion program. Objectives 
of the program include 
education, registration and 
standards. . 

The law which created the 
plan also requires bicycle riders 
to ride on the right hand side of 
the roadway, and mandates the 
observance of traffic 
regulations by bicyclists using a 
highway or bikeway. 

It also requires a bicyclist to 
use a bikeway rather than a 
roadway when. the former is 
available.

legislators include 


15in Illinois

At least 595 women legislators 
will take their seats alongside 
approximately 7,000 male 
counterparts this year, ac- 
cording to figures from 
Women’s Election Central, a 
national organization. 

Fifteen of the womeh 
legislators will convene in 
Springfield with 221 men. 

This represents a gain of four 
in the Illinois Statehouse. 

The roster of the outgoing 78th 
General Assembly includes 
three female senators and eight 
female representatives. Sen. 
Betty Keegan, D-Rockford, died 
while in office and was replaced 
by another woman, Sen. Vivian

Hickey, D-Rockford. 

The 79th Assembly in- 
clude five new lady legislators, 
all coming from the lower 
chamber. 

The new members are: Jane 
Barnes, R-Oak Lawn; Betty 
Lou Reed, R-Deerfield; Helen 
Satterthwaite, D-Urbana; Ann 
Willer, D-Hillside; and 
Wyvetter Younge, D-East St. 
Louis. 

The Senate’s make-up will 
remain the same, with Sen. 
Hickey given the nod from her 
constituents. She joins veteran 
Senators Dawn Clark Netsch 
and Esther Saperstein, both 
Chicago’ Democrats. 

The distaff side of the Illinois 
lawmaking body came _ into 
being with the election of Lottie

Grove. 

Elected to the House in 1922, 
she served 13 terms in the lower 
chamber before being elected to 
the Senate in 1950, 1954 and 1958. 

Since that time, 46 women 
have been elected to. the 
legislature, including those 
taking the oath Jan. 8. Of this 
number, 23. are from Cook 
County and 23 are from the 
Downstate area. 

Nationwide, New Hampshire 
has the largest number of 
women lawmakers with 104 out 
of a total of 424 legislators. 

Vermont is second with 22 
women members of a 180- 
member General Assembly:

Dreams part of mental health search

“All of us have the experience 
that sl restores,” said Dr. 
Milton Kramer, ‘‘and it seems 
to rest us both physically 
and mentally. There’s been an 
enormous search over the last 
20 years to establish in a 
scientifi¢ way the restorative 
basis for sleep.” 

Kramer is director of a sleep 
laboratory at the Veterans 
Administration Hospital in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, and a 
professor of psychiatry at the 
University of Cincinnati. He’s 

‘also authcr of the books, 
“Dream Psychology” and ‘The 
New Biology of Dreaming.” 

“Physically,” Kramer said, 
“we have reason to believe that 
certain parts of sleep par- 
ticipate. in the physical 
rebuilding of certain kinds of 
cells. This tends to occur quite 
early he night and is ac- 
companied by secretion of the 


_ growth hormone. There’s 


probably protein build-up, too, 
protein being one of the basic 
building blocks of cells. 

“FROM THE psychological 
aspect of sleep, the current 
belief is that it restores one’s 
mood, how one feels,"” Kramer 
said. ‘Upon awakening, one 
either feels refreshed or down, 
depending on the sense one has 
of the sleep, whether one feels 
he slept well or poorly. Par- 
ticularly, the dream content, 
the mental process ac- 
companying sleep, seems to be 
intimately related to how one 
feels. 

“By the dream content, I 
mean that how one feels seems 
to depend on the characters that 
appear in the dreams, For an 
individual, if the proper people 
appear in the dream, he'll feel 
good on awakening, relative to 
nights when the proper people 
don't appear and he. feels 
depressed on awakening,”

‘And neither did I start get- 
ting hung up over a vacuum at 
10, Click, whirr, click. Click, 
whirr, click, 

Leisure life for Stan Kann 
since age 10 has been a real 
turn on. 

Stan Kanh, of course is that 
funny, kind-of-little guy who 
has been appearing with reg- 
ularity lately on the late after- 
noon and late night television 
talk shows. 

He, with his dimpled chin 
and grim smile and yet sad 
eyes and bushy, graying eye- 
brows and wheezy laugh, has 
been everyone’s fall guy: 
Johnny Carson’s, Mike Doug- 
las’, Art Linkletter’s, Dinah 
Shore’s. 

He'll come waltzing out on 
stage looking like Mr. Confi- 
dence to demonstrate antique 
gimmicks. Mostly the things 
are intended for the kitchen. 
‘An automatic apple peeler. A 
spaghetti maker. A bean 


stringer (for string beans, , 


naturally). 

“‘Now this thing here,"’ he'll 
start out, ‘is supposed to 
(grunt) cube pineapples 
(grogn),'and it (sproing), ... 
well, it (crash). ..."” 

It won't worl It rarely 
does, (It’s not supposed to). 
Stan is introduced with the 
kicker that he’s brought a bit 
more (‘‘more,’’ meaning that 
he's been on the show before) 
of his gimmicks with him, 
when in reality the first time 
he ever sees his ‘‘things" is on 
stage. 

Now, at home, with his own, 

real, private collection of 
“things” ... well, I’m afraid 
the story is about the same. 
Grunt, groan, sproing, crash. 
Such thumbs rE have never 
seen. 
But if there’s anything he 
can do, it’s playing the organ 
and fixing vacuum cleaners. 
Especially the old ones. Vacu- 
um cleaners, that is. 

The evidence is the rooms 
full of old and used and re- 
stored vacuum cleaners, He 
can dismantle any vacuum 
cleaner, so long as it’s old, 
and put it back together again 
with the best of them. Except 
those thumbs get in the way 
again any time he has an au- 
dience of one. 

They stand there like funny 
litle soldiers, those vacuums. 
For some the vacuum bodies 
and bags are boxed and stored 
away for protection and pres- 
ervation.

They weren't anything 
new, but it was a novelty to 
me because we didn’t have 


one. 

“I'd go up and knock on the 
door and aak them, ‘Can I 
watch you run your Eureka?’

“Sometimes they'd let me 
in, Sometimes they wouldn’t. 
You know I learned the 
sounds. I’d be walking along 
the street and pretty soon I 
was able to tell what kind they 
had, what model it was and 
whether it was cleaning right. 
If the belt,was broken I could 
tell by thé sound. See, every 
vacuum cleaner has its own 
pitch. 

“It got to be absolutely im- 
portant that I be able to rec- 
ognize thege things. I can't so 
much after 1945. Around 1945- 
50 they began getting all alike. 

“Even today they all buy 
their motors from the same 
company and they buy parts 
off each other. Today every- 
thing’s out of one pot. Individ- 
uality has left everything. It’s 
just a shame. I knew a Hoover 
700 from @ new Hoover 800. 
They didn't sound anything

alike. And I knew a Eureka 
Model 9 from a Eureka G-2. 
Electrolux had its own sound. 
Airway — I knew an Airway 
immediately on hearing that 
Everything. General Electric 
—Nothing whined like a G-E 

“And I didn’t think there 
was anything funny about it. I 
used to collect these things 
and bring them home. And 
gradually one, two, three, 
four, and it got bigger, and 
bigger and bigger and my 
folks raised more and more 
hell. 

“So then I began fixing 
them. I could fix them like 
crazy. And one day I got a job 
—_I was about 16, I think — 
selling door-to-door for the 
Airway Company. They just 
came out with their first tank 
type — the kind that lies on 
the floor, you pull around with 
a hose. But the Hoover 700 
was my favorite 

“So I'd get to a house that 
had a Hoover 700 and instead 
of trying to sell them the Air- 


way I'd try to see if their 
Hoover was working all right. 
If it wasn't I'd fix it up for 
them.”

Dishwasher needs some care 


By CATHERINE R. MAUCK 
Madison County Extension 
Advisor-Home Economics 

The automatic dishwasher 
usually self-cleans its tub. 

However, after a time, the 
white film in the tub from hard 
water may need to be removed 
by wiping with a damp cloth and 
a mild cleansing powder. 

Remove any sediment or 
objects found in the bottom of 
the tub. 

Clean enamel exteriors with a 
warm, damp, sudsy cloth; rinse 
and wipe dry. 

Keep the brushed stain- 
chrome bright by using a 
solution of two tablespoons 
packaged water softener 
dissolved in warm water and 
drying with a soft cloth. A soft 
cloth saturated with rubbing 
alcohol compound wiped over 
the surface also cleans satin- 
chrome effectively. 

If you have a wood cutting 
board on the top of the dish- 
washer, wash it with a sudsy 
cloth and rinse with clear 
water. To keep it in good con- 
dition, apply a light coat of 
mineral oil. 

If you run out of automatic 
dishwasher detergent, wash the 
dishes by hand or rinse-them 
and hold. 

Hand-dishwashing and 
laundry detergents cause ex- 
cessive sudsing.. Excessive suds 
may cause an overflow that can 
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short and ruin the motor. 
Furthermore, excessive suds 
cushion the jetting water and 
prevent it from hitting the 
dishes with enough force to 
make a scouring action. 

Automatic dishwasher 
detergents stored in a damp 
area—under your sink—may 
leave deposits on your dishes. 

After the box has been 
opened, the detergent may not 
dissolve during the wash cycle, 
leaving usually tan ér white 
sandy deposits. Therefore, store 
the automatic dishwasher 
detergent in a dry place. 

Burned-on food cleans easier 
if you fill the pan with water and 
automatic dishwasher 
detergent and simmer gently 10 
to 15 minutes. 

Etching—a permanent film— 
looks frosted or iridescent on 
scratched or pitted glassware. 
It cannot be removed, but you 
can try to prevent it. 

Etching is caused by the 
removal of metallic ions from 
soft glass by alkaline wash 
solutions. It can be caused by 
the use of excess detergent in 
soft water or with pre-rinsed 
dishes that leave no fat or acid 
to counteract the alkalinity of 
the detergent. 

To prevent etching use a 
minimum amount of detergent 
and load the machine to insure 
adequate rinsing.

N&W plans $105 million expansion 


Norfolk and Western Railway 
Co. expects. to spend $105 
million for capital im- 
provements across its 14-state 
system during 1975. 

John P. Fishwick, NW’s 
president and chief executive 
officer, ‘said the figure 
represents an increase of about 
36 per cent over the estimated 
$77.2 million expended in the 
past 12 months and the ad- 
ditional outlays for both road 
and equipment are designed to 
improve the carrier's. service. 

While many new projects will 
be initiated, Fishwick. pointed 
out that next year the railroad 
will realize the benefits of 
several improvements now 
nearing completion or 
scheduled to become 
operational before 1976. 

Construction of a new $2.2 
million computer center 
already is under way at 
Roanoke, Va.. The 72,000- 
square-foot structure is to be 
completed next year and will 
house the railroad’s central 
computer operations. 

A $13 million microwave 
communications system is 
expected to become operational 
late in the year between NW’s 
headquarters at Roanoke and 
regional offices in Cleveland. 
When completed a year later 
the 2,400 mile network will 
provide a closer link between 
operating personnel and the 
company’s expanding computer 
system, 

In the equipment area, NW 
will purchase 66 locomotives, 
500 boxears, 100 flatears, 300 
coil steel cars, 26 fully enclosed 
tri-level rack cars, and 108 bi- 
level racks. The railroad early 
next month will resume its 
construction program of 100-ton 
coal, hoppers at the Roanoke 
shops. About 1,300 cars.of the 
2,000 car order will be com- 
pleted by the end of the year. 

Also, the railroad plans to 
order 100 cabooses during 1975 
for delivery in the latter half of 
1976 

In addition to the car building 
program to meet the increased 
demand for coal shipments, the 
Norfolk and Western expects to 
construct new installations and 
rearrange many existing ones 
at the Appalachian coal mines it 
serves, 

As evidence of this increased 
demand, the NW has received 
during recent months over 100 
applications for the develop- 
ment of rail sidings at coal mine 
sites, Normally, the railroad 
receives about’ a dozen ap- 
plications a year. 

‘To improve the maintenance 
of its track,» Norfolk and 
Western will install 390 miles of 
continuous welded rail, 85 miles 
of jointed rail, 180 miles of 
continuous welded rail relay 
and 64 miles of jointed rail 
relay. The carrier also plans to

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New law creates treatment 
centers to help alcoholics 


Gov, Dan Walker on Monday 
announced his final approval of 
bills |mproving the Regional 
Transportation Authority, 
decriminalizing alcoholism*and 
tightening state regulation of 
savings and loan associations. 

The bills were. among 13 
measures which Gov. Walker 
certified as complying with his 
amendatory veto suggestions to 
the General Assembly. 

Under the amendatory veto 
procedure, instead of signing or 
vetoing a bill, the governor 
suggests specific changes and 
returns the bill to the 
legislature, with the assurance 
he will approve it ifthe changes 
are accepted, 

If the legislature concurs with 
the changes, the bill is sent back 
to the governor, who then 
decides whether to certify that 
the changes voted by the 
legislature comply with his 
suggestions 

The amendatory veto: clause 
in the 1970 State Constitution 
was ‘sustained by voters in a 
statewide referendum in 
November 1974. 

The RTA bill (SB 1452) 
strengthens the new ‘authority 
and makes it more palatable to 
suburban opponents — par- 
ticularly by requiring that 100 
per cent of any RTA taxes 
collected in any of the six RTA 
counties be returned to that 
county in services, Gov. Walker 
said. 

The bill as passed would have 
permitted units of local 
government to bypass the RTA 
and apply directly to the state 
or federal governments for 
mass transit grants. 

“Such direct dealing would 
have frustrated the regional 
transportation planning -func- 
tion of the RTA,” the governor 
commented. 

Goy. Walker's amendatory 
veto struck the bypass provision 
‘and the deletion was accepted 
by the lawmakers. 

“The alcoholism treatment 
bill (SB 1674) establishes a new 
network of state and local 
treatment centers to take the 
placesof jail cells for alcoholics 
and persons accused of public 
intoxication,"’ Walker said 

“Alcoholism and public in- 
toxication are considered health 
problems instead of crimes, 
under the new law. 

“Driving while intoxicated 
and other offenses from  in- 
toxication which pose a danger 
to others are still punishable 
offenses, however.

treatment centers by 
making the effective date of the 
law next July 1 instead of last 
Oct. |i, No funds to establish 
detoxification centers were 
appropriated for the current 
fiscal year,” 

1] 1674 was sponsored by 
Sen. Dawn Clark Netsch (D, 
Chicago) and the Public Health, 
Welfare and Corrections 
Committee. 

The savings and loan bill (HB 
1133) increases the state 
Savings and Loan Com- 
mission's authority to protect 
savers and mortgage 
borrowers 

Under the new law, directors 
and officers of savings and loan 
associations are specifically 
held accountable for any 
mismanagement of an in- 


stitution. 

Conflicts of interest on‘ the 
part of directors are more 
strictly curbed under the new 
law, and criminal penalties for, 
mismanagement can be im- 
posed for the first time. 

“The bill-was prompted by 
the failure of the City Savings 
Association and the policies 
followed by that association's 
directors," Gov, Walker said. 

He suggested and the 
legislature concurred that the 
bill’s provisions for auditing 
procedures and restrictions on 
loan amounts be made con- 
sistent with existing federal 
regulations. 

Bill 1133 was sponsored by 
Rep. Joseph G. Sevcik (R, 
Berwyn). ; 

‘The other measures that Gov. 
Walker certified as conforming 
to his amendatory veto 
suggestions are: 

Senate Bill 1291 clarifies the 
term of the state Board of 
Elections chairman, The 
amendatory * veto struck 
another section which would 
have changed the bi-partisan 
distribution of election judges in 
DuPage County. 

‘The stricken section would 
have given the majority party 
three out of five judges in each 
election precinct instead of 
allowing each party a majority 
of judges in half the precincts. 
(Sponsor: Sen. John A 
Graham, R, Barrington) * 

Senate Bill 1527 reserves to 
the state the power to license 
and regulate sanitarians. The 
veto struck a section which 
would have prevented the 
Department of Public Health 
from requiring — minimum 
training of sanitarians before 
they could practice. Sanitarians 
inspect public restaurants and 
other public places for 
sanitation standards. (Sponsor: 
Sen. Stanley B. Weaver, R, 
Champaign) 

Senate Bill 1538 creates a, 
study commission for a model" 
school for the deaf and hard of 
hearing 

The amendatory veto struc 
sections which might 
limited the study to 
theastern Illinois. (Sponsor 
Sen. Karl Berning, R, Deer- 
field) 

Senate Bill 1676 establishes an 
advisory board to assist the 
Department of Public Health 
with respect to the delivery of 
emergency medical services 

The bill also lowers from 18 to 
17 the minimum age for 
donating blood without parental 
consent. The amendatory veto 
struck some language “that 
might have unduly restricted 
actions by medical profes- 
sionals in emergencies,” the 
governor said (Sponsor: Sen 
Graham) 

House Bill 2220 requires state 
anti-pollution agencies to 
maintain the confidentiality of 
industrial trade secrets. 

The amendatory _ veto 
clarified the definition of trade 
secrets and deleted certain 
criminal sanctions which are 
already provided in other 
statutes, Walker asserted. 
(Sponsor: Rep. Rolland F. 
Tipsword, D, Taylorville) 

House Bill 2391 allows one 
local government to construct 
and maintain streets within 
another local government, if 
both agree to the 
arrangement.

The 
amendatory veto allows the 
department to refyise to sell the 
land if the buyer's intended use 


is not consistent with 
surrounding land use. (Spon- 
sor: Rep. John E. Friedland, R, 
South Elgin) 

House ‘Bill 2667 permits 
renewal of leases on Illinois and 
Michigan Canal lands, without 
the loss of the right to purchase. 
The amendatory veto changed 
the fength of the option to 
purchase from the individual's 
lifetime to five years. (Sponsor: 
Rep. James R. Washburn, R, 
Morris) 

House Bill 2673 provides for 
deferred compensation plans 
for employes of the state, local 
governments and school 
districts. The amendatory veto 
lifted the restriction on types of 
agents who can make in- 
vestments under the new plans 
and larified the limited 
obligation of the government 
unit involved. (Sponsor: Rep. 
Robert M. Terzich, D, Chicago) 

House Bill 2861 reverses an 
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Illinois Supreme Court decision 
which required that the Illinois 
Commerce Commission, in 
setting utility rates, disallow 
any portion of a purchase price 
paid by a utility to an affiliated 
mantfacturing company which 
would ‘result in a yield to the 
affiliate exceeding the rate of 
return allowed the utility itself. 

As the bill passed, the ICC 
would have been prohibited 
from disallowing any such 
amount Gov. Walker said. 

The amendatory’ veto 
restored the situation to the way 
it was before the Supreme Court 
decision, by leaving to the ICC 
the question of allowing or 
disallowing purchase prices 
paid to affiliates. (Sponsor:

A National Labor Relations 
administrative law judge who 
has been studying labor 
practices announced an order 
today upholding the Colonial 
Haven Nursing Home, 3900 
Stearns Ave., but also banning 
it from. | participating in in- 
terrogatign, requests for sur- 
veillance, restraint or coercion 
with employes regarding union 
activity. | 

Judge Jerry B. Stone an- 
nounced his opinion that a strike 
by emplayes from April 27 to 
May 31, 1974, was for an 
unlawful purpose and that the 
nursing home was within its 
rights in repiacing striking 
employes, 

“The overwhelming weight of 
the facts reveals that the union 
and employes were motivated 
in having a strike as a means of 
putting pressure on the (nursing 
home administration) to im- 
mediately and voluntarily 
recognize the union as 
bargaining agent rather than 
wailing until the proper time for 
an election or recognition,” 
Stone said. 

Stone sdid a previous attempt 
to have |Service & Hospital 
Employes’ Local 50,of Service 
Employes’ International 
recognized as bargaining agent 
for the employes had been 
rejected by the National Labor 
Relations Board as premature, 
since the nursing home plans to 
add new facilities and increase 
employment substantially. 

Stone gaid he found some 
evidence | of interrogation of 
employes concerning union 
activities and of requesting one 
employe to report on the union 
activities of other employes. He 
ordered that such activities by 
the administration be halted 
immediately. 

The judge said he found in- 
sufficient evidence to support 
claims that the company 
granted raises to some em- 
ployes to discourage union 
activity, that is discouraged 
the wearing of union buttons, 
and that it used sick pay 


benefits as a basis for 
discouraging recognition of the 
union. 

Stone’s ruling may be ap 
pealed by either side in the 
dispute to the National Labor 
Relations Board in Washington, 
if so desired, it was noted.

President Ford’s intended 
nomination of Edward H. Levi 
as attorney general may or may 
not, be \controversial, but Sen. 
Charles H. Percy, R-Iil., 
believes the president of the 
University of Chicago can 
weather a storm on Capitol Hill. 

Percy seems to have had rare 
luck with his recommendations 
for federal positions. The last 
three Illinois candidates he 
recommended to President 
Ford for the federal bench, for 
instance, were confirmed by the 
Senate without delay. 

The Levi nomination ap- 
parently is not destined to be a 
pro forma procedure. President 
Ford has not even sent Levi's 
nomination to the Senate, and 
can’t now until the new 94th 
Congress convenes in January, 
but his intention alone seems to 
have generated opposition. 

If the storm signals are right, 
Levi must buck some _head- 
winds if he is to succeed William 
B. Saxbe, who is being posted to 
India as ambassador. 

Senate Judiciary Committee 
Chairman James 0. Eastland, 
D-Miss,, and Sen. Roman 
Hruska, R-Neb., the ranking 
minority member, reportedly 
are miffed that the White House 
failed to advise them of Mr. 
Ford's intentions to nominate 
the liberal Democrat. 

Sen. John Tower, the Texan 
who chairs the ,Senate 
Republican Policy mittee, 
is said to have relayed this 
conservative sentiment to the 
White House. 

The contretemps puts Percy 
in the middle, Traditionally, the 
senior senator of the party in 
the White House sponsors 
nominees from his home state, 
but must remain silent until the

Percy makes no bones about 
his high regard for Levi's 
character and reputation. 

“I feel Ed Levi is one of the 
most qualified men that could 
serve in this administration,” 
the senator told a recent news 
conference when the 
nomination was brought up. 

“He’s one of the toughest 
minded men I've known," 
Percy added. 

This could have been an 
allusion to Levi's firm rejection 
of student militancy. at the 
university he has headed since 
1968. He was formerly provost 
of the university he has headed 
since 1969.

A wish for 1975 — Regional goals reflecting confidence 
that life can be improved and problems can be-solved 


As 1975 begins, ‘quality of life’ 
is a phrase receiving much at- 
tention. Everybody’s ‘for it, but not 
everybody defines it the same way. 

A letter on this page today, 
urging an Illinois land use law, calls 
for preservation of appropriate land 
for agricultural purposes and open 
space throug creation of 
agricultural districts. This may be a 
worthy goal, but a_ similar 
theoretical concept is being utilized 
inappropriately by some people in 
current discussions relating to 
Madison County. 

Those who fought to establish 
zoning in Madison County a decade 
ago, and we number ourselves in 
that group, recall that unused land 
and farms were lumped together 
and designated as ‘‘agricultural’’ as 
a procedural convenience, sup- 
posedly without prejudice when 
future utilization plans emerged. 
Non-agricultural zones were limited 
almost entirely to the tracts already 
being used for some non-farm pur- 
pose. 

Much prejudice has developed 
since then, however, and planners 
have done much to lock the Illinois 
metropolitan area into a syndrome 
in which “everything is evil and, 
therefore, banned.” 

Admittedly, growth merely for 
growth’s sake is hard to justify. But 
we wonder whether “no-growth, just 
for no-growth’s sake’ makes much 
sense, either, 

Not much has come to light 
publicly, but it is becoming apparent 
that a planning committee of the 
Southwestern Illinois Metropolitan 
and Regional Planning Commission 
is far down the road toward shaping 
written goals. Such goals, once com- 
pleted and in effect, can have a 
major impact on future policies and 
actions of citizens, businesses and 
governmental bodies, Conformity to 
the goals may be enforced with the 
weapon of federal fund availability 
for existing or needed services and 
projects, 

What directions are being taken 


in formulating goals? Some distur- 
bing trends have developed. 

Particularly now that unem-, 
ployment has reached 8.4 per cent in 
this county, it is surprising to see so 
much emphasis on efforts to bar, 
economic activity, as if somehow 
“quality of life’’ is synonymous with 
“absence of life.” 

Almost any kind of commerce 
unavoidably would bring crime, 
pollution, exploitation, ugliness and 
sin in multitudinous dark and un- 
savory forms, some planners have 
gone so far as to contend or imply. 


We are not convinced that man 
is so inherently despicable or inept 
that chaos is certain to result from 
any of his enterprises. Much that is 
beautiful has been created by God- 
fearing people, as well as by God 
Himself. And nearly all constructive 
objectives—good health, public 
safety, attractive surroundings, 
assistance to the infirm, efficient 
governmental services—depend at 
some point on productive effort and 
fiscal soundness, 

Surely, there must somewhere 

be an acceptable way of balancing 
needs—of not merely conserving 
resources but imaginatively finding 
new and better materials and 
methods. 
7 Must Southwestern Illinois fear- 
fully “hunker down’’ against the 
“ill winds” of uncertainty and short- 
age, fear and want? Or can it cour- 
ageously look ahead — throughout 
1975 and the years beyond? 

In this new year, problems beset 
us. They beset all Americans, and 
all citizens of the world. 

But many problems are only 
that—problems—conditions which 
need to be changed and which are 
capable of solution. 

Formal goals seem destined to 
be adopted for this area some time 
during 1975. We hope and urge that 
they give strong emphasis to the 
positive, instead of the shocking 
degree of negativism that has been 
proposed. 


Experience so far bears out value of 25th Amendment 


A four-month period of vacancy 
in the office of Vice President of the 
United States has ended. The 
swearing in of Nelson Rockefeller in 
the Senate chamber rounded out an 
unprecedented series of events af- 
fecting the executive branch of the 
federal government. 

Much has been made of the fact 
that neither of the top two national 
officials was elected to his position 
by a vote of the people. But it can be 
regarded as a strength of our 
system, rather than a weakness, 
that America has been able to 
replace the two resigned election 
winners, Mr. Nixon and Mr. Agnew, 
by an exercise of the constitutional 
process short of the upheaval of 
special elections’. 

‘The succéssion of Gerald Ford 
to the Presidency and the ap- 
pointment of Vice President 
Rockefeller have preserved an elec- 
toral mandate which the Republican 
party could claim from the Novem- 
ber 1972 balloting. 


The will of the electorate would 
have been thwarted if occupancy of 
the Oval Office had developed upon 
House Speaker Carl Albert, a 
Democrat, as might have occurred 
without enactment of the 25th Amen- 
dment, regardless of whatever 
abilities he could bring to the 
position. 

Mr. Rockefeller, like Mr. Ford 
before him, has taken office after a 
searching examination and a vote of 
assent by both houses of Congress. 
They have passed the muster of a 
substantial majority of the elected 


* representatives and senators. 


The strength and flexibility of 
the U.S. Constitution again have 
measured up to an extraordinary 
challenge. And, happily, hindsight 
makes it clear that the nation is 
being far better served by those 
chosen under the 25th Amendment 
than those who gained election but 
failed to live up to the ideals they 
had voiced. 


U. S. moves to stiffen 
55 speed enforcement

American motorists are 
slow to change their driving 
‘habits unless the government 
gives them a nudge, even in 
these times of threatened new 
gasoline shortages and price 


es. | 
So the Department of 
Transportation is drafting a 
bill for the new Congress con- 
vening in January. It would 
penalize states which fail to 
enforce the national 55-mile- 
per-hour speed limit. 
The present above-55 ban 
expires next June 30. The de- 
nt’s idea is to include 
in a renewal bill a provision 
that states which don’t halt 
enough speeders be deprived 
of some federal highway con- 
struction funds until their 
law enforcement per- 
formance takes on some 


vigor. 

‘The provision would be a 
potent political weapon in the 
government’s battle to hold 
down speed, save lives and 
conserve auto fuel. The 
stature of congressmen — 
senators and House members 
alike — is gauged partly on 
their ability to bring their 
states millions annually in 
highway funds. 

John Barnum, deputy sec- 
retary of transportation, ex- 
plains his agency’s antispeed 
move this way: 

The 56-m.p.h. limit has 
brought down traffic deaths 
and injuries dramatically, 
improving fuel consumption 
at the same time. 

It has worked to lower 
speeds in cities, too, where 
accidents have dropped 22 per 
cent since the national limit 


was imposed. Motorists 
somehow are driving at slow- 
er speeds in cities after they 
leave the freeways. The free- 
way accident toll, meanwhile, 
has declined 26 per cent. 

Barnum says the greatest 
value of the 55-m. p.h. limit is 
the resulting speed uniformity 
on most freeways. 


“We no fonger find one 
motorist driving 80. m.p.h. 
and another 55 or 60,"" he 
points out. “It’s those great 
differences in speeds which 
used to cause most of the 
crashes.” 

Yet some states, he .con- 
cedes, aren’t enforcing the 55- 
m.p.h. law with enough en- 
thusiasm. These are the ones 
at which the highway fund 
withholding law would be di- 
rected.

Who will control Illinois land use? 


To the Editor 

There has been a growing 
interest in land use controls by 
Congress in recent ‘months. 
Several bills are in the hopper. 

The basic concept of some of 
the legislation is to adopt a 
“carrot and. stick’? approach 
whereby, if the individual states 
come up with a land use plan 
meeting federal guidelines 
within a designated time period, 
then federal funds would be 
made available to aid the 
cooperating states in 
developing a land use program 
and process. 

However, if a state failed to 
pass such implementing 
legislation, some Congressmen 
would propose cutting back on 
federal aid to that state for 
such matching fund projects as 
recreational development, 
highway construction and 
airport development. 

Feelings on both sides of this 
issue in Congress are very 
strong. The lobbying pressure 
from groups such as en- 
vironmentalists, real estate 
developers, agricultural 
associations and business trade 
associations has been intense. 

Agriculture obviously has a 
very important stake in this 
matter of land use planning and 
controls. 

While there are those who still 
cling to the philosophy that “a 


man's home is his own castle"’ 
and therefore that property 
right cannot be violated, the 
fact remains that the pressures 
of population growth and public 
needs have more and more 
become overriding ° con- 
siderations. * 

The issue now is not whether 
we will have land use controls 
but who will control the use of 
land. 

It would seem to make more 
practical sense for the Illinois 
General Assembly to adopt a 
statewide land use policy and 
thereby diminish the likelihood 
that the state will suffer sub- 
stantial federal intervention 
with all the political abuses it 
can bring. 

State legislation could 
provide for a more uniform and 
coordinated program of land 
use planning as well as the 
means to carry out the 
program 

Such legislation should en- 
courage the preservation of 
appropriate land for 
agricultural and open space 
uses through creation of 
agricultural districts by 
voluntary action of landowners 
involved; through the establish- 
ment of a review process with 
local involvement prior to 
acquisition of land by public 
agencies; and through 
provision for equitable property 


taxes to encourage continued 
use of appropriate land for 
farming and open spaces. 

The land use control problem 
won't go away. 

Quite the contrary, rather 
than being a problem to far- 
mers, \it represents an op. 
portunity for ‘them to have a 
voice in creating a wise and 
workable plan for the protection 
and preservation of the far- 
mland that will be increasingly 
needed as our population grows.

Shift toward off-year state

SPRINGFIELD — Illinois 
could have three different 
governors, all duly elected, in 
the next 51 months. 


Daniel Walker is Governor 
No. 1. 


In November, 1976, Illinois 
will elect a governor, possibly 
not Walker, who would -be 
Governor No. 2. ‘ 


‘Twenty-four months later, 
in 1978, Tlinois will again elect 
a governor, possibly neither 
Walker nor the governor 
elected in 1976. He would be 
Governor No. 3. 


Our citizenry is as yet gen- 
erally unaware of this unique 
circumstance, but Illinois po- 
litical leaders aren’t among 
the disinterested. 

Mayor Daley, Atty. Gen. 
William Scott, Secy. of State 
Michael Howlett, George Bur- 
ditt (who certainly had some- 
thing in mind besides laying 
himself down in front of the 
Adlai Stevenson steamroller), 
Donald Rumsfeld (who is the 
No. 2 man in the White House 
but with a reported interest in 
high Illinois elective office), 
Lt. Gov.

This chance for three differ- 
ent legally elected governors 
in Dlinois has never existed 
before: It is unlikely that it

years (1970, 1972, 1974) for 
state officials. 

In the ‘‘big-year”’ elections, 
when a president of the United 
States is picked, Llinois has 
named its top officials ... gov- 
ernor, lieutenant governor, 
secretary of state, attorney 
general. 

In the “‘off-year” election, 
the last of which we have just 
held, fewer and lesser offices 
(now, in fact, reduced to one, 
state treasurer) have been 
filled. 

This was changed by the 
1970 Illinois Constitution. It 
decrees that all election of 
State officers after 1976 will 
take place on the former ‘“‘off- 
years"’ when the presidency is 
not at stake. z 

It is this transition that 
makes possible three duly 


elected governors in the next 
51 months.-The year 1976 will 
be the last presidential year in 
which Dlinois will elect its 
governor, lieutenant-gover- 
nor, secretary of state and at- 
torney general. 

The terms in office will be 
for two years in order to get in 

with the new plan. (Can- 
didates in the 1976 election 
will need to file their intention 
late in 1975.) 

The idea of using the ‘‘off- 
years” to elect state officials 
is not new. 

In fact, Minois is a ‘‘John- 
ny-come-lately” in the mat- 
ter, but the shift is nationally 
significant because Mlinois is' 
one of the large states in point 
of population. 

With Illinois, 36 of the 50 


States will in 1978 be electing 
governors and other top offi- 
clals. 

Since the Big Three ,.. Cali- 
fornia, New York and Illinois 
«+. will be in this grouping, 
about 90 per cent of the citi- 
zens of the United States will 
in 1978 and after be focusing 
on the naming of their state 
officers in the ‘‘off-years."” 

While the possibility of hav- 
ing three elected governors 
serving in Illinois in the next 
51 months provides a novelty, 
the heralded advantages in 
the new system will not come 
until 1978 and the years after. 

The benefits foreseen: 

— State candidates and the 
issues will no longer be swept 
aside and swallowed up in na- 
tional elections.

Pollsters and pundits tell us 
Jerome's witticism is the motto 
of the typical American worker. 
The reason, they say, is that 
many jobs| are boring, 
dehumanizing and unrewar- 
ding 

The Economics 
Bureau, however, found that 
most studies — featuring 
dissatisfied employes forget to 
mention that they are a 
minority. The majority of 
employed people still are 
satisfied with their jobs, ac- 
cording to the polls. 

Yet, there is little doubt that 
work dissatisfaction is a serious 
problem in America. That’s the 
bad news. The good news is that 
most people can help them- 
selves overcome low morale on 
the job. 

Here's how: 

(1), Identify the performance 
that your boss and company 
value most, There's your big 
chance, 

(2) Learn new skills that give 
you “leverage” when you apply 
for transfer toa better job. Sign 
up for every in-house training 
program that will improve your 
qualifications. Go to night 
classes at local trade schools or 
colleges. Many companies pay 
all or most of the cost. 

(3) Do the best job you can in 
terms of hard work, persistence 
and imagination — to attract 
your boss's attention. 

(4) Act enthusiastic, and you 
might become genuinely ‘en-

thusiastic. You'll begin noticing 
enjoyable features of your job 
that were invisible before. 

(5) Go see your boss. Don't 
complain. Discuss a problem 
and your suggestions for solving 
it. The boss may see you in a 
new light, communication 
charinels may open, and un- 
dreamed of changes may occur. 

Above all, do something. 

Once you've made a clenched- 
fist decision to take the 
initiative, you'll feel better 
immediately. 

Many people who are sincere 
in their desire to hoist them- 
selves by their own bootstraps 
may still fail. because their 
attitudes impede effective 
action, the Family Economics 
Bureau reports. 

Most pedple realize that 
anger, brooding..and a com- 
plaining attitude magnify their 
problems and increase the 
difficulty in solving them.

Bakalis has announced. 

“The inventory is just that — 
an inventory of what students 
actually know and how they feel 
about their education,” Bakalis 
said. 

“The information collected 
through the survey will tell us 
whether the Illinois educational 
system is meeting specific 
objectives in various subject 
and attitudinal areas,”’ he said. 

The objectives are based on 
the ten broad goals outlined. in 
the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction’s publication, 
“Action Goals for the Seven- 
ties ” 

These goals for Illinois 
education were compiled after 
hearings were held around the 
state to collect testimony from 
educators and citizens on what 
goals they felt education should 
accomplish. 

What the inventory will not 
be, Bakalis said, is a tool to 
determine the general aptitude 


of students, how a particular 
student ranks in relation to 
other students, or even how well 
individual school districts are 
doing. 

“Names of students tested 
and school districts will be kept 
confidential,” Bakalis stressed. 

“This inventory is not 
designed to. measure the suc- 
cess or lack of success of in- 
dividual schooldistricts. 

“Information will be reported 
in terms of three geographic 
regions and of the type of school 
district tested — such as unit or 
dual; and urban, suburban, or 
rural.” 

“In addition to providing the 
student performance _in- 
formation, the inventory will 
allow measurement of growth 
or decline of knowledge or 
change in attitude over a period 
of time in the selected test 
areas. 

“Testing will be done over a 

ten-year period, with a total-of 


6,000 students in grades 4, 8, and 
11 being tested in three subject 
areas each year. The school 
districts and students will be 
chosen by a random sampling 
procedure.”” 

Bakalis said a second pilot 
test of the program is under 
way this year. 

“The future of every child in 
this state depends now on how 
well our school system is doing 
its job,” said Bakalis. “‘It’s time 
we measured the overall suc- 
cess of the system. 

“Billions of dollars are spent 
every year. on education, and 
not enough is known about the 
effectiveness of the expenditure 
in terms of student achievement 
— or lack of achievement — in 
specific areas. 

“This inventory should prove 
to be an important tool in im- 
proving the quality of Illinois’ 
educational system,” he said. 

A summary of some results 
from the first pilot survey has 


been completed. 

Following is a sample of 
results from the first pilot test 
of the Illinois Inventory of 
Educational Progress. It was 
conducted by the Assessment 
and Evaluation Planning 
Section of the Office of the 
Superintendent of Public 
Instruction during the fa and 
winter of 1973. 

‘Two thousand eighth graders 
from 100 schools were tested. 
The pilot test assessed per- 
formance in the areas of func- 
tional literacy, citizenship, 
attitudes and psychomotor 
performance 

Some results for Illiriois as a 
whole are- 

72'per cent of students tested 
knew a United States citizen 
should look in the Constitution 
for a statement of his civil 
rights; 13 per cent answered 
with the Declaration of 
Independence. 

-32 per cent said the President 


h life's challenges 


is the person who has the power 
to declare an act of Congress 
unconstitutional; another 32 per 
cent answered that it is the 
U.S. Court. 

74 per cent of students knew 
an ointment labeled “not for. 
deep puncture wounds” should 
not be w used for a wound caused 
by stepping on a nail. 

63 per cent of the responses to 
twelve items about general 
school morale were favorable. 
Students were asked.to respond 
to such items as; “I'd rather go 
to this school than most.” 
“Often I’m afraid I'll do 
something wrong at school.” “If 
it were possible, I would 
transfer to another school.’’ 

64 per cent of students could 
list at least two acceptable ways 
to avoid future wars. 

22 per cent of the students 
said they have discussed their 
plans for future education or 
employment with a teacher or 
school counselor. 


Tax cut? Gas tax? Debate is under way

The Joint Economic Com- 
mittee of Congress proposes 
changes in adminstration policy 
against which Sen. Charles H. 
Percy, R-IIl., and Sen. Adlai E. 
Stevenson, D-Ill., will be 
measuring their own ideas 
before the new 94th Congress 
convenes this month. 

The committee in a somber 
outlook unanimously called for 
a $10 billion to $12 billion tax cut 
to revitalize the economy. 

At the same time, it recom- 
mended a 30-cent-a-gallon 
gasoline tax to conserve energy 

The committee's report was 
mandated by a_ senate 
resolution Aug. 7. Its main 
argument is that the United 


States faces its worst recession 
in more than 35 years and it 
contends the only attack on both 
inflation and recession is to 
foster economic growth by 
fiscal and monetary stimulation 
and some wage-price in- 
tervention. 

“They've got the debate 
going,” said an aide to Percy. 
It’s very much out in the open 
now."" 

Percy and his top aides 
already have their own internal 
office debate under way on 
“what is the correct policy” for 
combatting inflation and 
recession. 

Percy's current thinking on 
the big tax cut proposed by the 
joint committee is “that it is too 
large at present,” an aide said. 

Until recently, Percy was 


calling for a tax increase to 
cool inflation. 

Only last week, Percy called 
for a 10-cent-a-gallon tax on 
gasoline to cut oil consumption 
by 10 per cent. This would in- 
crease to 20 cents on Jan. 1, 
1976. 

The joint committee and 
Percy both provide rebate, or 
refund, features in their gas-tax 
proposals. 

Stevenson, said an aide in the 
Illinois Democrat's office, at 
last report favored at most a $3 
billion tax cut for low and 
middle-income brackets. 

Whether he would support the 
committee's higher figure was 
not known. 

Stevenson's chief tax 
argument is for reforms across 
the board. He would end tax 


breaks on federal programs 
encouraging exports of com- 
modities in short supply and 
reduce the oil depletion 
allowance. Stevenson has not 
endorsed higher federal’ gas 
taxes. 


Both Percy and Stevenson 
take the gravest possible view 
of the nation’s economic plight. 

Percy, in a recent interview, 
reminded a reporter that, he 
has “for many months been 
urging the President and the 
Congress to act." 

“We cannot sit here and just 
simply hope that this problem 
we're facing is going to be 
over,’’ he said. 

Stevenson last fall warned 
that a “concerted national 
effort is essential” to meet the 


twin dangers of inflation and 
recession, 

“The old-time religion of 
across-the-board budget cutting 
and a restrictive monetary 
policy is a prescription for 
disaster," Stevenson said. 

The joint committee may 
have put out a well-timed 
report. Senators and 
congressmen who do not have to 
return to Washington until mid- 
January, for the convening of 
the 94th Congress can ponder its 
implications yand~ perhaps be 
ready with théir own proposals 
early in the next session. 

Meanwhile, the joint com- 
mittee report is already being 
interpreted here as the fuse that 
at last ignites the great debate 
on the nation’s most urgent 
problem.

New year will spotlight’ .- 
crime prevention efforts

The outset of the new year is 
traditionally a period of 
reflection. It is an opportune 
time to weigh — ac- 
complishments, re-examine 
priorities, and rededicate 
oneself to the tasks ahead. 

In recent years, the law en- 

~ forcement profession has, in my 
opinion, accomplished much. 

As a result, we are on the 
threshold of an era of major 
change in the structure and 
performance of our profession. 
And, this is all to the good. 

We should be frank in 
acknowledging, however, that 
there are many inadequacies 
which have shackled the 
fulfillment of our respon- 
sibilities. 

Some ofithese are giving way 
to enlightened programs and 
procedures that greatly 
enhance our ability to serve the 
community in the just and ef- 
fective administration of the 
law. 

There has never been a time 
in my more than 30-year law 
enforcement career when the 
profession has been better 
equipped to meet its challenges 

Our material and intellectual 
resources have never been 
greater. Not the least of these is 
a clearer understanding among 
the profession, and a growing 
appreciation by the public as 
well, of the role of the police in 
our society. 

Without these insights into 
our responsibilities, I am 
certain that the great strides 
which have been made in Jaw 
enforcement training, equip- 
ment, planning, research, 
technology and personnel 
selection would not have been 
possible. 

While we are indebted to a 
host of separate public and 
private efforts in support of law 
enforcement, there is con- 
siderable room for pride in the 
fact that many improvements 
have been initiated and 
cultivated within the profession 

Although much has been 
accomplished, still 
much left to do 

Our maturing professional 
competence must be more 
efficiently harnessed to combat 
the continued growth of crime. 

I believe the more immediate 
priorities for law enforcement 
in the new year are: 

Emphasizing creative 
management of police efforts 

removing opportunities for 
crime by vigorous involvement 
in prevention programs .

Intensifying the search for 
more meaningtul 
measurements of police per- 
formance... 

Educating the public about 
the integrity of and the need for 
police technological systems, 
which are regrettably viewed 
by too many persons as 
unreasonable _ encroachments 
on personal privacy . . . 

Maintaining the con- 
fidentiality of law enforcement 
investigations seeking 
responsible guidance from 
concerned experts in other 
professional disciplines . . . 

And heightening cooperation
